(2)  Under  careful  test  it  has  failed  to  prcKluce  even  fair  yields,  anil 
has  never  been  known  to  produce  extraprdinary  yields; 

(3)  The  branched  head  is  not  an  evidence  of  superior  yielding  power; 

(4)  As  a  wheat  suitable  for  milling  into  a  Hour  for  bread  making 
it  is  the  lowest  in  quality  we  have  ever  grown;  and 

(5)  As  a  feed,  liecause  of  its  comparatively  low  yield,  it  cannot 
compare  with  oats  or  barley;
